| THE PRESENT PRINCE OF WALES AND THE LAST. 


THE present Prince of Wales is much more fortunate than the 
last in many respects; but in none more so than in the cir- 
cumstances attending his first pecuniary settlement. The 
first income which George IV. ever had was the subject of 
| a political contention. He was already on bad terms with his 
| father ; he was already on the best terms with Mr Fox, whom 
his father hated. Accordingly Mr Fox wished to give the 
Prince 100,000/ a year, by Act of Parliament, independent of 
his father: his father wished to give him 50,000/ out of the 
Civil List, and, therefore, dependent on his own pleasure. 
George III. conquered, as in such matters he was used to con- 
quer. Even the best friends of Mr Fox felt that he was 
searcely the person to propose for a fellow roué ef St James's 
street (for such was George IV. ever before he came 
of age) a magnificent annuity out of the national taxa- 
tion. Old lords who did not wish young lords led astray 
were opposed to Mr Fox’s proposal. The whole contest 
| was an unseemly one, in which George TE had the 
inestimable advantage of representing social morality and 
reasonable economy, and Mr Fox and the Prince's 
other friends the invincible difficulty of being thought to 
| appear for social disorder and a reckless wildness. We need 
not—it would be indecorous—point the comparison in detail in 
relation to the present times, The only point in which the ar- 
rangement for George IV. might seem to be the better 
is imaginary. It might at first seem that as George UL 
was to defray his sun’s 50,000/ out of the Civil List (his own 
income), the nation was a gainer, as it would be put to no 
charge. But the gain was imaginary and illusory. The Civil 
| List of those days was habitually in debt; it was constantly 
replenished by Parliamentary grants. The nation really 
gained nothing by the nominal transference of the Prince’s in- 
come to an insolvent account, the deficit of which, sooner or 
later, it was sure to liquidate. 





| 


Secondly. The present Prince of Wales is most fortunate as 
compared with George IV. in the settlement made on the 
oecasion of his marriage. It would be truer to say that he 
is most fortunate in the proximity of his marriage to his 
majority. George [V., as 1s well known, would not marry; 
the nation was, as usual, anxious to see its Sovereign leading 
a domestie life ; it was, as usual, anxious to see the race of 


its Sovereigns continued to an additional generation. 
But George IV. liked celibacy better than popu- 
larity. He would heartily have sympathised with Lord 


Palmerston’s jest as to those who, unhappily, were no longer im 
the unmarried.and bachelor state. He much preferred the inde- 
seribable life of St James’s street to any married life whatever. 
When he did marry, it was not from a good motive, but a bad 
motive—at least from a pecuniary motive. Bachelor life was 
so very expensive that he could continue it no longer. He 
had the sorts of expense which are common to all ages, and he 
gambled as people gambled in that age, and as people now, we 
are happy to say, gamble no longer. The 50,000/ which the 
King gave him was inadequate to such a life. Four years 
after he came of age “amalderman from the OQity,” of all 
people in the world, proposed that he should have 10,000@/ayear 
more, and that 161,000/ should be spent in paying his debts. 
He thus went early through the national insolvent court, but ib 
did not satisfy him. He soon went into debt again. In 1792 he 
told Lord Malmesbury that, as far as he could make ont, he 
owed 270,000Z In 1795 he could stand it no longer; he 
owed 675,000/; and, if we may. quote an expression from a 
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Conservative Cabinet Minister, “he exemplified fonts 
« finality—he was obliged to marry.” The nation set 

much money on him to induce him to accept the Princess 
Caroline of Brunswick, a forward girl with dirty petticoats ; 
and what came of these nuptials we all know ; and if we con- 
sider the matter, what better issue could have been expected ? 


Again. The present Prince of Wales is more lucky than George 
IV. in having money enough to build a house for himself. More 
than 80,000/ were voted by Parliament to build Carlton 
House, which had to be removed soon after to make way for 
improvements and because of its ugliness. But out of the 
accumulation of his income during his minority, the present 
Prince of Wales is to build himself a suitable country house. 
The law of these accumulations has not been very well under- 
stood. In strict right, the revenue of the Duchy of Corn- 
wall passes during the minority of the Prince of Wales 
to the reigning Sovereign. In conformity with old 
feudal custom, the Queen might have spent these moneys 
for herself, and former Sovereigns have always done so. But 
though the present Sovereign is not so rich as most former 
ones, and though the nobility over whom she has to pre- 
dominate are much richer than our nobility ever were in any 
former age, and though the expense of society of which the 
Queen is at the head is much greater than it used to be, she 
has not chosen to appropriate the surplus of her son’s income, 
but has invested it for him. His income, after paying his 
outfit and building his house, is as follows :—

what are the incomes of our great nobility, of the Marquis of 
Westminster and the Duke of Bedford and others, no one 
who considers what the social position of the Prince of Wales 
must be, if there is to be a Prince of Wales at all,—no one 
can think this settlement over lavish. If it is liable to any 
objection, it is rather to one of an opposite tendency. 
There are arguments for a plain Republic without show, 
and there are arguments for an imposing Royalty ; but there 
are no arguments whatever for the via media—for a cheap and 
undignified Court. 


But the pecuniary advantages of the Prince of Wales over 
George IV. are not his main advantages. The transition 
has been so gradual, that scarcely any one has noticed how 
great is the constitutional change in the position of the 
Prince of Wales since the last one came of age. According 
to the Constitution as popularly understood in those times, 
the Crown had the choice—not a nominal but a real choice— 
of its Ministers. The House of Commons had, as it 
was then thought, a veto on measures, and possibly an 
indirect initiative in measures. But the Crown had an 
uncontrolled, or nearly uncontrolled choice of men. The 
evident consequence was, that at the demise or on the incapacity 
of the King, the favourites of the Prince of Wales had an 
excellent chance of office. This was the game which was 
played by Mr Fox. Disregarding the sagacious precept 
of the great master of political tactics, Sir Robert Walpole, 
“not to mind the future, but to keep well with the 


“present man,” he offended George IIL, who long 
survived him, in order to ingratiate himself with 
George IV., who never had a day’s power in his 


time. Fortune, which seems to mock such refined tactics, 
opened a momentary opportunity in 1788. Mr Pitt was the 
Minister of the King and of the nation, but the King became 
insane, and Mr Fox, reasoning on the reports of doctors and 
relying on the Prince's friendship, wrote—‘“ I expect we shall 
“be in and Pitt out in about three weeks.” George IIL, 
by a better fate or an improved treatment, recovered; and 
it was no longer possible to have present hopes from the 
friendship of the Prince. But the notion that the Whigs, as 
the Prince’s friends, had a right to place on his accession to 
power long endured. In 1810, when George III. became utterly 
incapacitated, it was actually expected, because of the favour 
of the Prince Regent, that the Opposition would come into power, 
though the Ministry were fairly popular and were successfully 
carrying on our greatest war; and the Prince was gravely accused 
of “deserting his old friends,” because, having drunk and gamed 
with Charles Fox, he refused twenty years later to bring into 
office the decorous and grave Lords Grey and Grenville. We 
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may smile at these events, but we should appreciate their mean. 
ing. Up toa most recent period the personal predilections 
of the Crown, and therefore by inevitable consequence the 
personal predilections of the heir-apparent, had a most potent 
influence on all the personal part of politics—on the ques. 
tion who should be Ministers and who should not be go 
This inexpedient prerogative of the Crown has now died out, 
and the effect on the position of the Prince of Wales is beng. || 
ficial. In old times the Opposition, as if by a law of necessity, 
paid court tohim. “This family,” said an old courtier of | 
the Hanoverian dynasty, “ have always quarrelled from genera. 
“tion to generation.’ Of course they did when there was a 
recognised machinery for making them quarrel. The Minist 
had the existing Sovereigns on their side: they played || 
the King and Queen. Very naturally the Opposition tried to 
play the Prince of Wales: he was the only “honour” left to 
them. In these fortunate days Lord Derby has no motive to 
attempt the political seduction of the Prince of Wales: 
young Conservatives will not turn their youthful follies into 
“political capital”: it will not even occur to Lord Stanley to 
lead the Prince astray. The Prince of Wales has no political 
motive for making bis house the focus of a political Opposition, 
nor will any one try to induce him todo so. His function, 
like that of his father and his mother, is a duty to the nation 
e large, and let us hope he will fulfil his as well as they have 
theirs.

THE PRINCIPLE OF THE PRESENT SUGAR DUTIES. 
THERE are several indications that we are about to have s 
discussion in Parliament on the principle of the present sugar 
duties. Last year those who are most opposed to those duties 
obtained a Parliamentary Committee on the subject, which 
disappointed the wishes of its originators by reporting in |} 
favour of those duties, and recommending a further extension 
of their principle. Undismayed by this disheartening precedent, || 
it is intended to ask the House of Commons to reconsider the 
principle of our present legislation ; some discussion is going 
forward in the City with respect to it, and a well-writtea 
pamphlet by Mr Nelson embodies the substance of what the |} 
most intelligent advocates of a change most wish us to pay 
attention to. Under these circumstances it is well to consider, 
not perhaps the details, but at least the principle of our 
present duties. 


The difficulty, the inherent and essential difficulty of levy- 
ing a large Customs duty on sugar is considerable. The sub 
stance which we call by that name is a peculiar substance. 
Not only is it an article differing in sorts and qualities (this 
would be no marking peculiarity, for most articles do so more 
or less); but it is an article in various stages of manufacture; 
it appears in a stage which may almost be called raw 
material, which is called raw sugar, which is of the coarsest 
description, and it likewise appears as refined sugar, as & 
delicate article in the highest state of elaboration. And we 
must not shut our eyes to the irremoveable difficulty which thus 
arises. As we are dealing in an article part raw material or |}, 
almost so, and part manufacture in various grades of comple- 
tion, we must adjust our duties so as not to interfere with 
that manufacture. The principle of free trade requires that 
our fiscal policy shall interfere as little as possible with the 
trade to which it is applied; that the trade, after the impo- 
sition of our Customs duty, shall be as much as possible in the |}. 
same hands and under the same conditions as if there had been || 
no duty. Yet it is very obvious that by a little mistake we || 
may easily give a bounty to the foreign refiner, using that 
word in its largest sense, on the outside of our custom house, 
or, by an opposite policy, may discourage the home manufac 
turer on the inside. As free-traders, we should be impartial 
and just ; we should encourage neither and discourage neither ; 
we should leave as far as we can the trade, after we levy our 
revenue, precisely as it was when we levied no such revenue. 


A uniform duty evidently would not effect this result. If 
we charge upon the refined or much purified article only the 
same rate of duty which we charge upon the raw material, || 
we discourage our own refiners. In the process of purificatiea, 
much matter included in the coarsest description of sugar 
passes away: by its very nature, purification is a listening 
process. If, therefore, we charge on the purified product 
only the same duty per cwt as on the unpurified material, we are |} 
unjust to our own purifiers. We deprive them of the trade, 
or tend to do so. We make them pay duty on the inferior i 


——————_—————— 
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charge that duty to the foreigner upon the extract which he 
obtains from such material. We charge the foreigner on 
what comes out of the refinery, and the home producer on 
what goes in, and the result is injustice. 

It is of course quite possible that the system of duties at 

resent existing may produce incidental evils, and that it is ad- 
visable to remove those evils. It may be that it inflicts on 
the East Indian producer, who makes the best sugar, incon- 
yeniences which it does not inflict on the West Indian pro- 
ducer who makes inferior sugar. Such complaints should 
always be heard with attention and care, and they were so 
heard by the Committee of last Session. That Committee, as 
we have observed, though originating with the advocates of 
simplification, though as far as we know most fairly composed, 
though presided over by a laborious statesman of great ability, 
reported in favour of adding two additional scales of duty to 
the present list. 

The scheme which it was proposed by some witnesses before 
that Committee to substitute for the present, was that of a 
uniform rate on all sugar considerably higher than the lowest 
present rate, and considerably lower than the highest present 
rate. As the coarsest sugars go most into consumption among 
the poor, and as they also bear the lowest duty now, the effect 
of the change would be to tax more than at present those who 
are least able to bear it, and to tax less those who are most 
able. We do not assert that this result is a conclusive objec- 
tion to the change proposed, but it undeniably is a great and 
a practical additional argument against a plan which, as we 
have shown, is inconsistent with the best theory of the subject 
and with free trade. 





THE COMMERCIAL POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


Tue debate in the House of Commons on Tuesday night, 
raised by Mr Seymour Fitzgerald’s question concerning the 
commercial treaty with Italy, ought to warn the representa- 
tives of our great trading towns that it is not quite safe to 
trust to the spontaneous energy in foreign commercial busi- 
ness of even the best-intentioned Government. Mr Layard’s 
and Mr Milner Gibson’s defence of the Government from the 
charge of apparent indolence and want of interest in the 
Italian tariff question can scarcely be called entirely satisfac- 
tory. They leave some portion of the charge against them 
unanswered, or reply with vague a priori representations of 
what they “must” have known, which cannot be quite 
satisfactory to the business mind. “Now, with regard to the 
“Ttalian treaty,” said Mr Milner Gibson, “to which my 
“honourable friend has alluded as a case in which the Go- 
“ vernment were not showing the vigilance which they ought 
“in watching our commercial interests, all I can say is, that, 
“—as far as my knowledge goes, and it must be considerable,— 
“as soon as we found that Italy was about to revise her 
“ tariff, and that France was almost forcing from the necessi- 
“ ties of the country such a tariff as would be favourable to 
“her interests, Her Majesty’s Government set themselves to 
“ work and represented to Italy those reductions which ought 
“to be made in our interest, and which might well be con- 
“sidered while the tariff was under revision.” That is the 
sort of a priori defence that does not inspire one with much 
confidence. On abstract grounds, Mr Milner Gibson’s know- 
ledge of commercial affairs, no doubt, “‘must be considerable,” 
very considerable, —but we should like to have hearda littlemore 
of the particularitems affecting the progress of the Italian treaty 
included in this very considerable knowledge. It is notencourag- 
ing when youask a man of business what he knows of the drift of 
a certain affair to be told—‘ Why I must have known every- 
‘thing of importance about it.’ One sometimes finds the 
cogency of the abstract argument confuted by the actual fact. 
Of course we cannot think that Mr Gibson’s and Mr Layard’s 
simplicity in the whole matter was quite so great as Mr 
Seymour Fitzgerald described it. But it seems pretty cer- 
tain that our Minister at Turin had not-discovered for us, as 
he might easily have done, the nature and progress of the 
Commercial negotiations between France and Italy,—that 
though we knew the concessions we wished to get ourselves 
from Kaly, we knew nothing of what France was asking and 
what we were likely to get,—that we had been quite too 
passive in the whole matter, both as to representing our own 
claims and comparing the exigencies of the French commer- 
cial classes with the exigencies of our own. Whether, as Mr 
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W. E. Forster says, and as seems very likely, the Foreign 
Office keeps up too little communication with the Board of 
Trade, and the Board of Trade neglects to “coach” the 
Foreign Office on these tariff questions which the Foreign 
Office does not profess to understand, we cannot say; but it 
seems quite certain that the spur is wanted somewhere,—that 
our Foreign diplomacy is languid on commercial questions, 
does not exactly know whether it wishes for any change or for 
what change it wishes, and bears in fact the impress of the 
mind of the aristocracy on these subjects rather than of the 
mind of the great commercial classes. 


We are quite agreed with those who say that the reciprocal 
idea in commercial tariffs is a delusion. When it is very 
much to a man’s interest to give away an expensive luxury, 
he is wise of course if he can get something in return for it 
without embarrassing himself by keeping it longer than he 
otherwise would. But if to give it away without any so-called 
“equivalent’’ is much better for him than to keep it, he 
would be a fool to keep it simply because nobody will give 
him anything in return. If you do other people as well as 
yourself good by draining a marsh, you may, if you can, get 
some advantage from them for the benefit you bestow on 
them, but you would never think of retaining the swamp 
injurious to yourself because no one would reward you for 
conduct which would reward itself. When, therefore, Mr 
Seymour Fitzgerald argues that we should have retained pro- 
tective duties injurious to England simply to have the 
means of bargaining with Italy and Prussia and Austria 
and Spain, he argues that we should have endured a 
certain evil ourselves for a very uncertain good. But 
it by no means follows that because we have forestalled 
our benevolences to other nations in justice to ourselves, we 
should therefore sit still and wait for the bargains which 
France is making, and then go humbly in her train and say 
“« give us as much as you give her.” There is very much to 
be done even by the nation which has scattered freely before- 
hand all its “ equivalents” to the nations at large. The 
foreigner is not so stupid as to object to having been paid long 
beforehand for his acts of enlightened self-interest, so long as 
he is quite sure that they are acts of enlightened self-interest 
independently of any pay. In the present state of Europe 
this conviction is beginning to creep upon most of the dif- 
ferent Powers, and though they may feel it strongly enough 
to liberate their trade with England without pressure, they do 





feel it strongly enough to feel ashamed of refusing to us, who | 


have long ago requited them, so far as the word is applicable 
at all, concessions as they are called, which they have granted 
for smaller considerations to other nations. Prussia, Italy, 
Austria, Spain, and the rest, may still in some confused way 
look upon these abolitions of protective duties as “ concessions ” 
to the foreigner rather than concessions to themselves, but they 
are enough awake in the matter to see that if they concede 
them to one foreigner who has only half adopted the policy in 
return, they would be very foolish to withhold them from 
another whose commerce has long been stimulated by perfect 
freedom. 

It is not too much to say that if our Government were 
kept constantly in possession of the whole commercial policy 
and tendencies of foreign administrations,—if it knew exactly 
from point to point how the different negotiations were pro- 
ceeding, and where the tariff jealousies and susceptibilities of 
foreign nations chiefly lay,—and if on all these questions it 
communicated so far as it honourably might with our own 
trading classes, we should scarcely be in an inferior position, 
even as negotiators, to nations which have kept what is called 
an “equivalent” to give. It is the want of appropriate 
knowledge and appropriate representations, not the absence of 
an equivalent already given, which puts our Government in 
an inferior position in their negotiations. We had nothing 
fresh to give to Belgium, we have nothing fresh to give to 
Italy,—for all that we could give we have given already. But 
neither of these Governments are, when pressed with appro- 
priate representations, willing to say ‘You shall suffer for 
‘having given to us without a bargain what you might now 
‘give for an equivalent.’ And yet both the one and the other 
need representations, need pressure, need reiterated illustra- 
tions that what they give to us they give also to themselves, 
in order to bring them up to the mark. ent and ex- 
ample to prove that a more liberal policy is in itself a benefit 
to the nation adopting it,—accompanied by that diplomatic 
urgency which, when proceeding from a*powerful nation, 




















always inspires a certain wish to see the matter in a similar 
light,—are the most powerful instruments of negotiation even 
in the case of France and other nations who have not yet 

with their equivalent “concessions.” The additional 
motive furnished by these promised reciprocities weighs ex- 
ceedingly little in the balance after all, except with the very 
few diplomatists who really believe that the benefit of free 
trade is conferred on the exporting nation and lost by the im- 
porting nation. As we have seen in the case of Belgium, 
though it required vigilance and urgency to secure for us, who 
had paid in advance, the same advantages given to France for 
a consideration, still the strength of our case was too great to 
render a refusal possible when that vigilance and urgency 
were used. There is a sense of propriety and decency 
in the intercourse of nations as clearly established 
as any in the social intercourse of ordinary society. This 
propriety and decency does not permit a nation, which 
applies with any earnestness and pertinacity, to suffer by its 
own greater liberality. What our Government is deficient in 
is the commercial knowledge and the commercial interest 
requisite to apply this pertinacity properly. Sir James Hud- 
son and Lord Augustus Loftus, and even Lord Cowley look 
upon commercial affairs as out of their department. If they 
heard of a secret league, they would feel their professional 
reputation depended on knowing all they could honestly know 
about it; but when the matter in negotiation is the specific 
duty on cottons and worsteds, it does not occur to them to be 
eager and attend. The consequence is that England is always 
losing the opportunity of saying the right thing at the right 
time, and that, as Mr W. E. Forster said the other night, 
even France, which compared with England is in its com- 
mercial infancy, has her foreign commercial interests far 
better attended to than the most active commercial people of 
the earth. 





We need scarcely draw attention to the verification fur- 
nished in Monday night’s debate of our criticisms on Mr J. 
Pope Hennessy’s Italian commercial statistics. It was proved 
in the House that we were strictly right in asserting in our 
issue of December 13th last, that the export trade of England 
to Italy has increased very remarkably since the war of inde- 
pendence, although in Tuscany the tariff is not so favourable 
as before; that the import trade from Italy to England re- 
mains nearly stationary; and that the slight decline in the 
Italian commerce of the past year (1862) is due to general 
causes, which have injured more or less our commerce with 
most other European countries, us well as with India. We 
add the exact statistics of our cotton, woollen, and worsted 
exports to Italy during the last five years, the year of war 
(1859) being of course exceptional :—

FAINT DAWN OF DAYLIGHT IN AMERICA. 
THERE appear from time to time sundry slight indications of 
the possibility of a termination of the American civil war at 
an earlier period than seemed likely a few months ato. To 
these indications, taken singly, we could not perhaps attach 
much weight, but their cumulative effect is entitled to con- 
sideration. 

The first and most significant of these is the fact that 
peace is beginning to be talked of, and the possibility of nego- 
tiation unless circumstances should speedily become more 
favourable to the Federal cause, has been publicly admitted by 
one of the most respectable journals of New York. Mr 
Thurlow Weed—Proprietor of an Abolitionist newspaper, the 
friend of Mr Seward and lately his confidential agent in Great 
Britain—understood to be and commonly called the “ wire- 
“puller” behind the scenes of the political stage at Washing- 
|| ton—is stated to have retired into private life, to have 

avowed a change of sentiment, to have declared that he can 
no longer support the Presidential policy, because he sees 
at length that they have engaged in a hopeless enterprise. 
It is believed that he recommended the Emancipation 
Proclamation as 4 last and a sure card, and that being 
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disappointed in its effect, he has no other meagure to 
recommend and has learned to despair of the result,—M, 
Horace Greeley also—said to be a personal friend and known 
to be an outspoken correspondent of Mr Lincoln—has published 
an article urging the most vigorous prosecution of the war 
both on the sea-coast and the Mississippi by means of negro 
regiments and every other available resource, for a few months 
longer ; but avowing his conviction that if, at the expiration 
of that period, success has not been achieved or is not in sight, 
it will be time for the Federals to avow themselves baffled and 
to make the most advantageous terms of separation in their 
power.—Neither of these gentlemen would have ventured to 
hold such language last year; nor would the public temper 
have then endured it. Now it seems to excite little indig. 
nation and no astonishment. 


The next circumstance which points in the same direction 
is the evident and avowed anxiety as to the maintenance of the 
Northern army on anything like its present footing. It ig 
known that the term of enlistment of upwards of 200,000 
men will expire next June. Nobody seems to expect they 
will remain. No one ventures to hope that they can be re- 
placed. The member of Congress, who succeeded in passing 
a Bill for raising 150,000 negro soldiers, admitted that he did 
so partly because he was satisfied that not one-third of that 
number of whites could be obtained by recruiting, and that 
the next campaign must be gained by negroes, if at all. How 

j many troops were raised by the conscription, nor what sort 
of troops they have proved, no one tells us; though, if the 
Pennsylvania regiment which, in a recent engagement with 
the enemy, lay down on the ground and refused to fight, be 
one of the militia drafts, the fact may throw considerable 
light upon the second of these points. This organisation of 
negro regiments, moreover, which is admitted to be a despe- ; 
rate resource, bids fair to be a fatal one; for a considerable | 
number of the Federal officers and generals sympathise so | 
much more with Carolina than with Massachusetts on this 
matter, that they have threatened to resign if called upon to 
act with black troops; and the representatives of the Border 
States menace death to any one found recruiting such troops 
within their districts ;—while Jefferson Davis, on the other 
hand, declares that he will hang white officers who shall 
command these regiments, and Mr Lincoln avows that he 
cannot allow black officers to lead them, or to rise to a higher 
rank than that of corporal. On the whole, though the raising 
of these regiments may be a prudent and ingenious contri- 
vance for disposing of those emancipated slaves or free men 
of colour who now so embarrass the Government, it cannot 
be regarded as a very hopeful or formidable military measure. 

It appears, too, that there will be nearly as much difficulty 
in raising funds as in raising men for the continuance of the 
war. The merchants are growing terrified at the increasing 
premium on gold, and dread being flooded with a further 
irredeemable and inconvertible paper currency. Officials and 
others, with fixed incomes, are in dismay at finding their 
salary of 1,000 dollars to be really worth only 600. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is said to be, and Mr Lincoln has 
avowed himself to be, very averse to any further issues. The 
House of Representatives, on the other hand, through its 
official “Committee of Ways and Means,” is willing to vote 
any number of millions of “greenbacks”; but the more 
cautious and sagacious Senate is understood to take a very 
opposite view of the question—and to incline towards 
moderation and towards a recurrence to some safer financial 
policy. Meanwhile, the pay of the troops is in arrear; and 
of the great Tax Bill, which was to be the beginning of a 
better day and the foundation of a sounder system, we hear 
absolutely nothing. Now, without denying or shutting our 
eyes to the lesson which both sections of the American people 
have just taught us—viz., the wonderful possibilities of a paper 
currency under certain circumstances and for a certain time; 
yet we must never forget that the success and endurance of 
any such system depends entirely on the continuance of con- 
fidence—confidence in final victory, confidence in ultimate 
redemption. 

Again. It is growing gradually more apparent that the 
hopes and purposes of the leaders of the Northern Repubiic 
are becoming more defined, more limited, and more attaixable. 
Though they do not say, it is becoming obvious they feel, that 
they are fighting for a boundary and not for # re-union. 
They have begun to admit to themselves—probably, indeed, 
they have long done so—that the subjugation of the South is 
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and would ‘be profitless; but they believe that they 
may succeed in gaining the command of the Mississippi, and 
thus be able to confine the new Republic (whose future 
wy ce they no longer in their hearts deny) within 
yarrow and well-marked boundaries ; that they can wrest 
it Texas, Missouri, and the territories to the West, and 
Jimit it to the States lying between the Mississippi, the Ohio, 
'\¢he Potomac, and the Sea. They are fighting, in a word, not 
‘4p restore the Union, but for power to dictate the terms of 
tion. Now this, though a far more rational aim, is a 
|| farless exciting one. The Union was an Idea: the Boundary 
‘tine is only an Interest. A grand conception arouses the 
'|fercest national enthusiasm: advantageous terms never can 
qreate more than a comparatively lukewarm zeal. The pre- 
‘servation of that undivided and illimitable Republic, whose 
itude and prosperity would enable it to dictate to all the 
world, which should have no rival and no neighbour, which 
should be co-extensive with a continent, which should have 
no army, no navy, and no taxes, and yet bully all nations 
without these instruments—this was an object well fitted to 
inflame all minds, and to induce them to sacrifice cheerfully 
life, and comfort,and wealth, andeven freedom; and to call forth 
a patriotism as glowing, but at the same time as impure, as 
ever led men to slaughter. But, that dream past, thousands 
and hundreds of thousands, who would have died for that, 
will be little inclined either to die or pay in order to decide 
whether the line of division between the two portions of the 
severed Unity shall be drawn a few hundred miles further 
West or further South. Politicians will see the vast import- 
ance of the question ; but the people at large will not go wild, 
or noble, or self-sacrificing about it. Thus, ay soon as the 
real state of the case becomes generally apprehended—a_pro- 
cess Which we believe is now rapidly going on—the hearty and 
energetic promoters of the war will be confined to two classes 
—the mad and the bad—those who still believe in the restora 
tion of the Union, and those who are gorging themselves with 
bounties, jobs, and contracts—those who fancy the war will 
realise their dream, and those who know that it fills their 
pockets. 

It is possible of course that any special success of the 
Federal forces either at Charleston or at Vicksburg may so far 
restore the sanguine feeling of the Northerners as to revive the 
drooping hopes of a subjugation of the South. Such events 
would give a fresh lease of power to the men now installed at 
Washington, and might prolong the struggle for a considerable 
period. It is not likely that Mr Lincoln or his Ministers will 
be easily induced to abandon a policy to which they are so 
deeply committed ; but with a people growing despondent if 
not lukewarm, with supporters angrily and irreconcileably 
divided on the very principles and measures by which that 
poliey is to be worked out, and with an army at once turbu- 
lent, ill-disciplined, and dwindling away, we scarcely see how 
the war can be very effectually or energetically carried on. 
How many months may elapse before people grow sufficiently 
weary and disgusted of profitless sufferings and profitless ex- 
penditure to enforce peace upon the Government, it would be 
idle to attempt to guess. But a languid war—marked by no 
decided victories and accompanied by no change in the rela- 
tive position or strength of the combatants—we scarcely think 
can endure much longer.

Still a reduction of 2,000,000/ in a single year is very con- 
siderable, and there are obvious objections to sudden transitions 
from large estimates to small estimates ; it often happens that 
a considerable further outlay is needful to make a past outlay 
of any value whatever. 


We have had on several occasions to moderate the very 
sanguine anticipations which some of our contemporaries have 
indulged as to the amount of the economy which will be at 
present possible. We now see what they will amount to, for the 
naval and military services are the principal items on which 
large diminutions are even proposed. Similarly excessive 
sanguine anticipations have been put forward as to the state of 
the revenue. The account made up to the 31st December 
deceived many persons. There is not an improvement of two 
millions or of any such sum. The income tax and malt duty 
were both in arrear in the autumn of 1861, and both reco- 
vered signally in the spring of 1862. On comparing accounts 
made up to the 31st of December, as we have before observed, 
we must remember that we are comparing a year accidentally 
behindhand with a year more nearly im its ordinary 
condition. Again, this year’s miscellaneous revenue is 
increased by repayments from the Indian revenue, which are 
really balance entries, and appear as expenditure in the 
accounts of the War Office. On the whole, Mr Gladstone will 
have the 2,000,0002 he has saved in the Army and Navy, 
500,000/ which he took: for China last year and will not 
have to take again, and whatever he may think fit to calculate 
on as the improvement in the revenue in the year 1863-4, 
as compared with that for 1862-3. These will be the main 
constituents of his surplus. 





THE NEW STATISTICAL ABSTRACT FOR FRANCE. 
Fottowme the example of the English Board of Trade, the 
French Ministry of Commerce has just issued a “ Statistical 
“« Abstract” for France*, relating to the period of fifteen 
years from 1847 to 1861. 

This document will be fully appreciated by all those who 
know of and who use the corresponding English official hand- 
book of the resources of the United Kingdom. But the 
French volume is more especially interesting at the present 
time, inasmuch as France has just forsaken her okd eommercial 
system and begun to follow England along the path of 
commercial freedom. ’ 

The abstract before us not only enables us to ascertain the 
position from which France took this step, but it also shows 
us what was the rate of progress during the past fifteen years 
under the old protective system, and it thus establishes a | 


basis for future comparison between the old and the present | 


systems. 


Leaving the facts to speak for themselves, we proceed to

Wheat.—The production of wheat during the period from 
1847 to 1861 varied from 234 million quarters in 1853 to 
37 million quarters in 1857. In 1861, the year in which 
the largest area was under wheat cultivation, the produce was 
only 253 million quarters. The greatest yield per acre 
during the period was in 1857 and the smallest in 1861. 

It is not, perhaps, generally known that France derives a 
far greater part of her supply of meat from abroad than 
England does, and this under the old protective system. The 
average importations for consumption in the years from 1856 
to 1860 in the two countries were as follows :—

This fact is worthy the attention of the French Govern- 
ment, as it is well known that the adoption of free-trade 
principles tends to direct the attention of producers to manu- 
factures, and the Government should lose no opportunity of 
stimulating the agricultural resources of the country, which 
will prove equally remunerative to the farmer under the new 
commercial system. 

Wine.—The mean annual production of wine in France is 
1,089,000,000 gallons. Of this quantity 67 per cent. is con- 
sumed in the country, leaving 33 per cent. for exportation. 

Silk.—The production of silk has greatly diminished of late 
years: the annual average production of cocoons from 1846 
to 1852 was 53 million lbs, which had diminished from 1858 
to 1861 to 264 million Ibs. 

Mines.—The profuction of coal in 1861 was about 8 million 
tons ; of cast iron, 856,000 tons ; of wrought iron (merchant), 
520,000 tons ; of rails, 106,000 tons; of iron plates, 69,000 tons; 
of iron wire, 24,000 tons; and of steel, 20,000 tons. The 
value of these was between 18 and 19 millions sterling. The 
value of other metals produced was about 2} millions eterling. 

In the period from 1847 to 1859 the average price of coal 
at the place of production increased 31 per cent., the average 
price being in 1859 10s 1d perton. The price of cast iron 
made by charcoal and by coal diminished by about 20 per 
cent. during the same period. The price of wrought iron 
made with charcoal diminished only 7 per cent., while that 
made with coal decreased by about 23 per cent. France im- 
ports annually from 5 to 6 million tons of coal from Belgium, 
England, and the Rhenish Provinces. 

Salt.—The production of salt increased from 572,000 tons 
in 1847 to 630,000 tons in 1861. 

Sugar.—The quantity of home-made sugar entered for con- 
sumption doubled during the period from 1847 to 1861, being 

| 52 million kilogrammes in the former year and 105 million 
in the latter. 

Tobacco.—The increase in the quantity of tobacco manu- 
factured by the Government and sold in France in 1860, as 
compared with 1847, amounted to 10 million kilogrammes, or 
22 million lbs. 

Machinery.—Connected with the productive power of the 
country, as taking the place of so many able-bodied workmen, 
the increase in the steam motive power employed affords some 
guide as to the progress of the industry of the country. In 
the year 1847 the total horse-power of machinery so employed

The tonnage of steam vessels engaged in the river navigation 
increased from 21,137 tons in 1847 to 33,690 tons in 1959 
the largest employment having been 51,094 tons in the year 
1857. As might be expected, there was a decline in the 
number of passengers, from 24 millions to 14 million, cop. 
sequent upon the increased facilities of railway accommodg. 
tion. There was, on the other hand, a large augments. 
tion in the quantity of goods conveyed, viz., from 880,000 
tons in 1847 to 2,616,000 tons in 1859. 

Railways.—On the 31st December, 1861, 6,269 miles of 
railway were open in France, against 1,136 miles on the 3st 
December, 1847. The statistics of the number of passengers 
and weight of goods conveyed only come down to the year 
1859. The increase in that year over 1847 was 394 million 
passengers—the total in 1859 being 524 million; and the 
increase in goods traffic 16} million tons—the total weight 
conveyed in 1859 being about 20 million tons. 

Post Office —The number of letters sent by the post more 
than doubled between 1847 and 1861, being 126 millions ip 
the former year and 274 millions in the latter. In the same 
year the number of printed papers transmitted by the post 
were 90 millions in 1847 and 189 millions in 1861. The 
total receipts were 1,920,000/ in 1847, and 2,440,000/ in 
1861. 

Electric Telegraphs.—In the year 1851 only 9,014 private 
messages were despatched, producing a receipt of 3,080/; and 
in the year 1860 no less than 711,652 messages were sent, 
and 165,760/ received. Of the total number in 1860, 562,531 
messages were used in France, and 149,121 sent to foreign 
countries. 

Coinage—The total value of gold coined in France in the 
period from 1847 to 1861 inclusive was 181,693,000/, and of 
silver 30,235,0007. 

Savings Banks.—The total number of savings banks in 1847 
was 345, and the number of accounts open on the 31st De- 
cember in the same year 736,591. In 1860 the number of 
banks increased to 433, and the accounts open to 1,218,122.

AGRICULTURAL CUSTOMS: TENANT-RIGHT. 
Tue discussions at the Vale of Evesham Agricultural Society upon 
the appointment of a committee of the Society to consider the terms 
of an agreement as to entering and quitting farms, which should be 
recommended by the Society for general adoption, will be within 
Large and sound views in to the 
letting of farms were on that occasion enunciated, and there could 
be no doubt that the labours of the committee, though limited in 
scope, were likely to be of some practical utility. The committee's 
report has now Seah published, and without anticipating that it 
will produce any marked effects on land management, its influence 
so far as it goes will certainly be beneficial. It is a contribution, 
though not a large one, to that very slow, though we believe 
certain progress which is making in the opinion of the landed 
interests in reference to farm letting, and the relative positions of 
landlords and tenant-farmers. There is nothing in the Evesham 
“code of landlord and tenant-right,” as it has been designated, 
which in the slightest degree supersedes the necessity of leases, as 
the basis of ae safe or profitable farming on the one side, or of 
any really good management of a landed estate on the other. Nor 
does it form in any sense a substitute for a lease, although in some 
quarters there seems to be an attempt to get it so accepted. But 
taking the Evesham code as embodying improvements of detail in 
farming contracts, which may well be adopted in leases, and are 
not likely to render yearly holdings more onerous and hazardous 
to teoant-farmers than they have hitherto been. This is not 
always the case with special agreements for yearly tenancies. 

Mr Holland, who with other members of the Vale of Evesham 
Society framed and published the best general form of a farm 
lease we have seen, is the chairman of the present committee, and 
as such signs the form of agreement now offered to the agricultural 
community. The terms of the agreement are recommended as “‘ the 
best means of protecting the landlord against injury to his property 
through the Sepoverictenent of his land by an outpring tent 
and of affording the latter the compensation to which he is 
entitled for unexhausted improvements.” Now it may be 


safely said that the “best” mode of effecting such objects are 1 
—_ 
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ll py 9 well-considered lease granted to a tenant of capital and 
but from the next passage of the report the very limited 
objects of the committee are made sufficiently obvious. The 
ittee say, ‘‘ These terms are framed upon the assumption 
the tenant is subject to the customary restrictions as to the 
consumption of hay, straw, roots and other food for cattle on the 
premises (except in special cases of agreement), and to the other 
landlord’s reservations.” These assumptions practically 
exelade all the larger and really important improvements in 
farming contracts, and reduce the “code” to mere improvements 
on “the custom of the country,” and on some details affecting the 
occupation of agricultural land. So regarded, the terms of the 
tee agreement are worthy the attention of agriculturists and 
landowners. 

The Ist clause, ‘‘ that all farm tenancies commence at Michael- 
mas,” is quite right. 

The 2nd clause provides for the appointment of arbitrators 
“not later than one month before the expiration of the tenancy,” 
who are to meet and decide on the claims made by either party. 
It then declares that the terms “clean” and “ in good condition ” 
as thereafter used in the code ‘“‘ shall be considered in a reasonable 
and practical sense, and the claims on either side contingent there- 
upon be treated accordingly.” Here at the outset we obtain a 

of the practical difficulties which arise out of all attempts 
toregulate the farmer's business. Land may at times not be “ clean” 
from the adverse character of the season, and “ good condition,” 
though greatly dependent on the supply of manure afforded to the 
land, is yet in many respects the result of such a combination of 
Tee thet the Evesham committee are compelled to begin by 
declaring that those terms shall be ‘‘ considered in a reasonable 
and practical sense.” ‘Ihat means, that the arbitrators must have 
d tothe nature of the season and other circumstances over 
which the farmer has little or no control, and after all renders the 
arbitration a very uncertain thing, dependent mainly on the dis- 
cretion of the arbitrators. Amongst others, one very decided 
advantage of a lease is that, save in very extreme cases of mis- 
|| management, no such arbitration or discretion is needed. The 
tenancy expires at a known period, certain defined principles of 
cropping for the last two, three, or four years of the term-may be 
|| preseribed, and both landlord and tenant have thus an interval to 
arrange for the renewal of the lease if they are both disposed to 
renew it. 


The 3rd clause provides that ‘‘ the agreement «f tenancy shall 
contain no stipulation as to cropping; but if any dispute arise 
| during the tenancy in respect of any course of cropping which the 
tenant may adopt, the same shall be forthwith submitted” to arbi- 
|| tration. There can be no doubt that where a lease is granted, 
there ought to be no stipulation as to cropping, except during the 
last years of the term ; but the effect of an agreement for the yearly 
holding of a farm, without any stipulation as to cropping, would 
be to throw the tenant back upon the custom of the country, and 
thus any deviation from the course commonly adopted in the dis- 
trict might give rise to a dispute about the course of cropping, which 
must be ‘ forthwith" referred to arbitration. In order to render 
it safe fur a yearly tenant to deviate from the course of cropping of 
the district, it must be expressly stipulated that he shall not be 
bound to follow any particular rotation or course of cropping. 
Nothing short «f this will prevent the possibility of a captious 
landlord or fidgetty steward from harassing the tenant with a dis- 
pute about cropping and consequent arbitration. 





The 4th clause is practically a cropping stipulation. A yearly 
tenant can never be certain, until Lady-day has passed over without 
& Notice to quit, that the crop of the current year will not be his 
last crop, and that the then state of bis farm as regurds cropping 
may not be its state “ at the expiration ot his tenancy.” What, there- 
fore, may be prescribed as the state of the farm at the expiration of 
histenancy will be the state in which it must beconstant!y maintained 
by a4yearlytenant. Bearing that in mind, he must be a bold, wehad 
nearly written reckless, farmer who agrees to the following (the 4th) 
clause of the Eversham code :—‘‘ At the expiration of the tenancy, 
one-half part of the arable land shall be clean and in good con- 
dition, and fit for planting with white straw crops ; of such ha/f-part 
one moiety shall have been fallowed (with green crops) during the 
previous summer, the other moiety thereof shall have been wholly

|¢lover or other grasses shall have been allowed to stard for 
seed, One-fourth of the arable land shall have been sown, in

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cane less than that sum, the incoming tenant shall pay 
erence, if more than that sum, the outgoing shall allow it.” 

This is supplemented by the Sth clause, which stipulates that 
‘the incoming tenant shall pay after the rate of shillings 
per acre for all land in excess of one-half which under the above 
conditions is fit to be planted with white straw crops, or shall be 
aay at the same rate for all short of one-half of the arable land 
so fit.” 

The 6th clause might, perhaps, be well enough as applicable to 
the last year or two of a lease, but on the yearly tenant it operates 
as a constant stipulation. It is that ‘not less than one-fourth of 
the clover or mixed grass seeds shall be mown for hay during the 
last year, for the use of, and to be paid for by, the incoming 
tenant. For the remainder of the land, whereon clover or other 
grasses have been grazed the whole summer by sheep, the in- 
coming tenant shall pay after the rate of forty shillings per acre, 
provided such land be clean and that only one crop of corn has 
been taken since the previous fallow.” 

By the 7th clause the outgoing tenant is to be entitled to 50s 
per acre for all clean fallows, ‘If not clean, the cost of making 
them so must be deducted.” 


The 8th clause provides for unexhausted manures. As a stipu- 
lation in a lease it would a useful clause. Toa yearly tenant it 
can do no harm, unless it should have beguiled him into becoming 
a yearly tenant. ‘The outgoing tenant shall be paid one-half the 
cost of all purchased manures applied to green crops in the last 
year of the tenancy, and one-fourth of that so applied in the last 
year but one, such cost not having exceeded 40s per acre. All 
unprepared bones and lime used upon any part of the farm within 
the last four years of the tenancy shall be paid for; also burnt soil, 
where the application has not been less than 80 cubic yards per acre 
—one-fourth of the cost in each case being deducted for each year’s 
use ; and for every other fertiliser of a permanent character such 
allowance as the arbitrators may determine. He shall also be paid 
one-half the cost of ail oileake and linseed consumed during the last 
year, and one-fourth of that consumed the last year but one, 
provided such oilcake and linseed have been given to cattle and 
sheep, but not to horses, and shall not in either case exceed the 
average of the three previous years.” 

The 9th clause seems to prohibit a yearly tenant from growing 
market garden crops, as he must always act as though his current 
year formed the last year of his tenancy. It is this:—‘ In the 
last year of the tenancy the outzoing tenant shall not take crops 
usually raised in market gardens, and sold off the estate ; and if in 
the preceding year he shall have taken such crops, he shall not 
receive an allowance for purchased manures used for the same, but 
shall be charged sixty shillings per acre for manure made on the 
farm and applied to such crops.” In a lease such a clause would 
be an absurdity. Market garden crops can only be grown success- 
fully by means of very high manuring, and unless it is supposed 
that, like the hop gardens on many of the Sussex farms, the market 
garden crops induce the farmer to bestow all or most of his manure 
on those crops to the undue neglect of the rest of his farm, 
the clause is a useless interference with the tenant’s business. 
Commonly, however, the farmer who grows market garden crops 
manures Savell , and brings back from the market towna full 
equivalent for the vegetables taken off the farm. 

The 10th clause is, ‘The outgoing tenant shall be entitled to 
the value of all growiog green crops, and of all hay and straw 
remaining on the premises; the arbitrators shall fix the times for 
thrashing and for delivering such straw to the incoming tenant.” 

Draining done with pipes at the tenant’s expense within the last 
ten years of the tenancy, “ provided the extent and system have 
been approved by the landlord in writing, aeecording to the 11th 
clause is to be paid for (except the carriage of materials), subject 
to a deduction of one-tenth for every year’s use. 

By the 12th clause, all other permanent improvements made by 
the tenant with the landlord’s previous sanction in writing, are to 
be paid for as the arbitrators may determine. 

It is impossible that such an examination and revision of the 
often-disputed and practical questions which occur between landlords 
aud tenants on changes of tenancy can take — without much 
eventual benefit, but we scarcely think the Evesham agreement 
will attract any great attention from the earnest advocates of 
agricultural improvement.

Tue “North British” operis this number with a very able article 
on ‘Convicts and Transportation.” After observing that crimi- 
nals may be divided into two distinct classes, the casual and the 
habitual, and that it is the latter who constitute the social problem 
that we hare to solve, the writer proceeds to say that “ our task 
is [to] defend ourselves against the c:iminal population, the pro- 
fessional criminals,—to guard society against their outrages and 
depredations in the most prompt, effectual, and enduring fashion 
we can devise. That is all: we have nor to punish them; and we 
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shall only confase our minds and perplex our action if we try to 
do so.” Individuals may d them as objects of vengeance, or 
of compassion, or of conversion, &c., and some of these views may 
be allowed to influence some of the details of the practical treat- 
ment of criminals; but the State “has only got to protect 
the community against them—to regard them as domestic foes, 
against whom self-defence is legitimate and necessary. The reason 
why it should not seek to punish them, in the strict and proper 
meaning of the word, is, that it has not the knowledge requisite 
for the just discharge of that function. It cannot possibly appor- 
tion the penalty it inflicts to the guilt of the offender, which ap- 
jonment constitutes the very essence of punishment......... 
unishment which retributes, like vengeance which repays, can, by 
ite very term, belong only to that higher Intelligence which can 
estimate aright both the debt to be repaid, and the intrinsic value 
of the coin in which repayment is awarded.” 


This sounds plausible, but it is surely as untenable a theory as 
any that can be taken, and the writer himself is very far from 
manifesting entire consistency with it. After saying that society 


} may protect itself from the criminal in three ways, either by 


endeavouring “to deier him, to reform him, or to get rid of him,” 
he goes on to lay the greatest etress on the second mode of action, 
and to speak of prison discipline as though he shared the common 
view that we have to punish or otherwise influence the criminals 


| whom we do not consider as bad enough to hang. He tries, never- 


theless, to guard his ground by remarking, after high praise of Sir 


} W. Crofton’s system, “‘ We admit at once that the ultimate pur- 


and definite aim of prison discipline, or of any scheme of pun- 
ishment, must not be to reform the criminal. His reformation may 
be an incidental and most felicitous consequence of the treatment 
he receives and the sentence he undergoes. It may be, also, and 
often is, and might be generally, the most efficacious mode by which 
society is protected against his future depredations and hostility. 
But it is not the end itself—only a meags by which the end sought 
is to be obtained. That end, as we have already seen, is simply 
and solely the defence of the community against an internal foe.” 
This is somewhat like saying that the ultimate purpose of physical 
health is to prevent the necessity for surgical operations, and that 
although the patient’s cure may be an incidental and felicitous re- 
sult. of medical treatment, yet thet it is only to be sought as a 
means of avoiding annoyance to his already healthy neighbours. 
This curiously inverted estimate of the relative values of means and 
ends probably arises from the purely negative theory of State 
functions which is now so common, and which Mr J. S. Mill so 
Soe defends. Doubtless the police function of the State is 
its duty, and that this has been very seriously neglected by our 
Government authorities is unhappily but too true. But the fact that 
a. duty comes first in time proves nothing as to whether it is 
est.in rank. It is every one’s first duty to eat and drink, 
but it is not any man’s highest duty to do so. It is the State’s 
first duty to protect its loyal members, and the restraining of 
criminals is a part of that duty. But if society were to adopt the 
reviewers theory that such restraint is the whele of the State's 
duty towards its domestic foes, the most consistent, plan would be 
to hang. out of the way every man, woman, and child who disturbs 
the public peace. By declining to take this course, and by pre- 
serving the lives of all but the very worst of criminals, the State 
irtually accepts the responsibility of retaining as possible future 
citizens those who have defied civilisation, and to this end secon- 
dary punishments are applied. Morally and socially it is quite as 
important that the vicious should be made honest, as that those 
who are already honest should be protected from the vicious. No 
doubt the due apportionment of punishment to guilt is beyond 
human power to adj ectly, but it is better to make what 
approximation we can t to treat the culprit as a mere domestic 
foe, for whose reformation we care nothing except that we may 
not lose our spoons. Such an indifference is more cruel than the 
chance of over-severity in punishment. We have dwelt on this 
subject at some length, because the greater part of the article 
(which is chiefly devoted to a contrast of Sir Joshua Jebb’s system 
with that of Sir W. Crofton) is so good, and the whole paper is so 
well written, that its one weak point’ ought not to pass without 
notice. The other articles are. not specially remarkable, except 
that the one on Dr Colenso is unusually free from theological 
bitterness, and that the writer, though quite orthodox, and entirely 
reeing with the Bishop’s book, says that “ yet, on perusing it, 

a fee ig of respect and tenderness for the man involuntarily springs 
up.” An article on “ Faivre’s Scientific Biography of Goethe” is 
written from a strong anti-Goethe point of feeling. The reviewer 
gives a brief narrative of Goethe’s studies and theories, and the 
various reception they met with, but the only portion on which 
he dwells at any length is Goethe’s opposition to Newton, at which 
the writer ‘‘ stands aghast.” Unhappily he adds that ‘* it would be 
an insult to our readers to expose the errors of Goethe's optics, 
and the ignorance of their author.” He therefore confines himself 
to quoting a variety of passages in which Goethe speaks of Newton 
and his views in a very abusive manner, which is certainly very 
much to Goethe’s discredit as a mav, but which proves nothing as 
to his scientific judgment.

The terms are so much for every ton of stone; and 
if you work uncommonly hard, you will be able to earn, say, 6s 
week. Honest labourers have to support a family on 9s or 10s, 
| Out of that you must find yourself. The rent of your cell isso 
much, and will be stopped out of your wages; and there will alo 
| be a weekly stoppage to pay for your clothes. Everything else 
you can buy at stated prices at shops in the prison. ow work or 
be idle, just as you please ; but observe you do not get pia 
out 








beyond what you earn. If you are ill you may go into i 
but you will have to pay so much a week, and you must 

your debts before you leave the prison. If you refuse to work, 
you may settle the question with your own stomach; but.if you 
rebel, or steal from the other convicts, or are disobedient to, or 
assault the warders, there is a court in the nature of a drumhead 
court-martial constantly sitting, which will do justice upon you 
with surprising promptitude and in the same way in which 
soldiers and sailors are punished.’ If this kind of remedy were 
applied, we should hear little of either luxurious living or 
idleness. The convicts would have no right to complain. 
would be merely undergoing the common lot—working for their 
living like honest men—subject only to such special restraints 
as their own misconduct had rendered necessary. In this a 
good and bad fortune would apportion itself in prison pretty 

as it does in the rest of the world. The active man would be 
moderately comfortable, the idle would be wretched; and the 
calamities and personal advantages which do not depend upon. 
morality would fall as it pleased Providence, as they do on the 
rest of mankind. This suggestion might be applied to every sort 
of punishment; to persons subjected to deterrent or —

Tus book consists of five biographies, viz., those of John Falk, 
the originator of German Reformatory Schools; Immanuel 
Wichern, the founder of the “Rough House” at Hamburg; 
Theodore Fliedner, the founder of the Kaiserswerth institution 
for deaconesses; J. E. Gossner and Louis Harms, the active 
propagators of foreign missions, Gossner being also celebrated for 
other similar efforts. The author's object is to show what can be 
achieved by prayerful work, in contrast to mere secular activity 
divorced from religious trust, or mere cloistered devotion that 
scorns practical lahour. With this object we can honestly 
sympathise ; but we must regret that Mr Stevenson, like most 
writers of the school to which his heroes belong, seems to 
identify Christianity with the most literal Biblicism and with an 
unquestioning acceptance of ‘ the blood-theology.”” Moreover, the 
book is rather too sketchily written to be of much practical use. 
The chapters on Fliedner, the founder of Kaiserswerth, are par- 
ticularly disappointing in this respect. By far the best part of the 
book is the acccount of Wichern and the Rough- House institutions, 
from which we gain some real notion of the way in which they are 
worked. But even here, the most important point of all, the tran- 
sition period from the chaos which Wichern took in hand to the | 
orderly world into which he moulded it, is passed over with scarcely 
any explanation. In fact, the book, though pleasantly written, 
and full of interesting tableaux, is mainly a book of “ edification” |} 
rather than of instruction, and the main lesson it is intended to 
convey is the efficacy of prayer. This efficacy the author believes 
to extend to all varieties of earthly affairs, such as ing an 
unfavourable sea-breeze, bringing in subscriptions for hospitals, 
&e., and this with a frequency that is held to justify the 
founding of benevolent institutions upon scareely any other 
basis. Mr Stevenson also implies his substantial approval 
of revivals such as those of Martin Boos and J. E. cea 
of which he tells us quite enough to show their feverish and 
unhealthy influences. In all this pietistic life, deeply as it 
often touches the higher springs of character, there is such an 
utter absence of intellectual discrimination, such an indifference 
to all the mental life of man, that it can never satisfy the needs of 
the present age. It has done very noble work with the ignorant 
and the sinful and has probably much more yet to do; but it 
must transmigrate into a much higher form before it can meet the 
needs of cultured minds, or solve the problems of a complex 
society. Mr Stevenson is less blind to this than the heroic hie 
thropists of whom he writes, and his tone throughout is refined 
and temperate, but he is evidently too firm a believer in “ the 
blood-theology ” to see its real difficulties. His work is probably 
the more useful on this account, as showing us the views of a 
large and enthusiastic school from the most favourable point con- 
sistent with its main ideas.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Panis, Thursday. 

The sugar question which has been spoken of in preceding let- 
ters, continues to occupy attention in commercial circles, and 
especially at Nantes, Marseilles, and Havre. It is of considerable 
importance, as it affects, and even places in collision, great trades, 
—the refiners’, the beetroot sugar manufacturers’, and merchant 
shipping. It has, however, thus far been treated so exclusively 
as regards those branches of commerce as to present little interest 
for people out of France. But a pamphlet on the subject just 
published at Saint Nazaire (Nantes) deals with it in what may 
be called a European point of view. This pamphlet, the author 
of which is M. Auguste Chérot, is entitled: “‘ Can Franee be- 
come the principal European Sugar Market ?”—La France oe 
devenir le principal marché de Sucres Europeen? M. Chérot is 
of opinion that this question can be answered in the affirmative, 
provided proper measures be taken. In the first place, he says 
that France, with ports on the Atlantic, in the Channel, and the 
Mediterraneav, and from her geographical position, is better 
placed than any other country for being the centre of the sugar 
trade. In the second place, he remarks that though England 
imports a quantity of foreign sugar, more than the double of that 
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of France, she consumes nearly the whole of it; and that, con- 
sequently, the principal countries with which France has to 
compete in foreign markets are only Belgium and Holland. And 
in the third place, he maintains that she can beat Holland and 
Belgium on the conditions —1, that foreign sugars imported 
into French entrepots do not cost more than in the entrepote of 
other countries ; 2, that the French refiners can export sugar 
on terms of complete equality with those of Holland, Belgium, 
and England. ving established these points, he proceeds to 
show what must be done to secure for the French equal terms 
with foreigners. First of all, the shipping trade must be 
thrown open. “It is clear,” he says, “that in order that the 
cost price of sugar in our entrepots shall not be higher than in 
foreign entrepots, freight—one of the most important elements in 
the cost price—must be obtained as cheaply by the French 
merchant as by the Dutch, Belgian, and English ;—the former, 
like his competitors, must be able to convey his sugar in the 
vessel, whatever be its national fleg, which may present to him 
the most advantageous terms.” At present French shipping 
enjoys in the carriage of sugar a protection of 20f or 30f the ton 
according as it is brought from within or beyond the Cape of Good 
Hope ; and this protection is equal to 33 per cent. ad valorem on 
the sugar from the West Indies, and on that from La Reunion and 
Mauritius. With such an addition to their cost of production, it 
is not easy, the author contends, for French refiners to compete 
with foreigners, ‘The next point on which M. Chérot insists, is 
that the French refiners on making exports ought to have restored 
to them all the duties of whatever kind they may have paid; 
| ought to enjoy the same advantages as foreigners as regards what 
he calls the premium on exports,—that is the quantity of 
refined sugar which is to be considered the equivalent 
of a given quantity of raw; and ought to be more 
indulgently treated by the Customs with respect to taxes 
and other matters of detail. Such is an outline of what he 
proposes. It will be objected by shipowners that he regards 
exclusively the interest of refiners, and no doubt he does so: but 
what he says about the shipping trade is reasonable enough, and 
he justifies his other pretensions on the ground that French 
refiners of raw sugar are subjected to the terrible competition of 
beetroot sugar-makers,—a competition from which refiners in 
England and Holland are altogether exempt, and which in 
Belgium is not excessive. He might prrhaps have also remarked 
that as a larger introduction of raw sugar to be refined would 
occasion a larger export of refined, French merchant shipping 
would probably not suffer from an abolition of its present protec- 
tion ; and that it is only by larger imports of raw sugar that the 
Bative beetroot manufacture, which has done and still does 
immense harm to shipping, can be checked. 


The Minister of Finance has presented to the Corps Legislatif 
a Bill for according the Government 38,046,152f as supplemen- 
tary credits for 1862. This amount exceeds by upwards of 
3,000,000f what the Minister in one of his reports calculated on ; 
and, for aught the public can tell, it may be followed by a demand 
for more. Of the total, 300,000f are to go to the Mini-try of 
Justice, 710,000f to the Interior, 11,382,991f Finance, 8,020,000f 
War, 17,633 ,161f Marine. The sums set down for the War and 
Marine Departments have been absorbed by the war in Mexico ; 
that for Finance is to pay drawbacks on the export of colonial and 
foreign sugar refined ; that for Justice is for unforeseen expenses 
in criminal prosecutions; and that of the Interior is to replace a 
credit accorded for prisone, but spent in relieving the distress of 
the unemployed men of the cotton manufactories. 

The Company “des Cotons Algeriens” made known that it 
would close the subscription for shares as soon as 25,000 should 
be taken ; but it continues to advertise largely both in Paris and 
the provinces that the subscription is still open. This proves what 

| I was able to state to you last week, that it obtains little support from 














the public. The truth is that no faith is entertained in Algeria as a 
large cotton field by any persons who have carefully weighed its 
capabilities pro and con; and for the gros public, Algerian iuter- 
prises in general possess no charm, such a bad name has the 
colony obtained. The English company which was formed some 

| time back for cultivating cotton in Algeria has not been able to 

| rocure from the French Government a definitive concession of the 
‘lands which Marshal Pelissier, Governor-General of Algeria, 
promised it. The Minister of War, the Marshal’s superior, and 
the Council of State which is charged to examine proposed con- 
cessions in Algeria, are, it appears, of opinion that the Marshal 
exceeded his powers in entering into an engagement to grant the 
Company extensive lands ; and, besides, there is a French Company 
headed by some of the Rouen manufacturers, which is anxious to 
get the same lands, and even promises to pay largely for them. 
It will be, however, difficult for thé French Government not to 
ratify Marshal Pelissier’s grant to the Englishmen, especially as 
they are protected by the knglish Ambassador acting under order 
of the Foreign Office. 

Italian financial matters excite great attention here. The finan- 
cial world was rather startled at learning that the long talked of 
loan which the Government is to raise is to be not less than 
700,000,000f “ effective,’’—that is nominally about 1,000,000,000f. 
A sam of 28,000,000/ sterling is certainly a large one to ask for ; 
and yet it will be far from sufficing to set straight the derange- 
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ment in Italian finances, and is to be accompanied by increased 
taxes, sale of public domains, &c. Much has said about the 
concession of the privilege to establish a Credit Foncier Com 

in Italy on the plan of that of France,—a coneession 

by several eminent French capitalists, and among them M 
Pereire. These capitalists think themeelves sure of obtaining jt. 
but their adversaries maliciously maintain that in spite of their 
efforts, the [talian Parliament may disappoint them. 

A commercial report of Lyons notices a fact not without 
interest,—a change in the mode of doing business in that city, 
“ The old order of operations of the manufactories of Lyons—that 
is making large sales at the beginning of each season—hag been 
notably changed by the American crisis, and also by modifications 
made more slowly in the commercial and manufacturing regime 
by the new facilities of relations procured by railway and electric 
telegraph. Now that orders and goods can be sent at any moment 
from one end of Europe to the other, and even beyond the 
as easily as formerly communications were maintained with the 
immediate neighbourhood, there is less necessity for commandi 
at once Jarge supplies for a whole season. It is found more con- 
venient and safer to give orders as wants arise. The Parisian, 
English, Geneva, and other commission agents are gradually 
getting into the way of making their purchases from day to day, 
as if they resided at Lyons: they thus incur fewer risks, and are 
able to take advantage of all novelties and all occasions of gain.” 

The “ Italian Company of Southern Railways,” of which Count 
Bastogi is chairman, is making an issue of 250,000 bonds at 
236f 50c; they are to bear 15f (12s) interest a year, and are to 
be paid off at 500t. 

The events in Poland, the alleged convention between Russia 
and Prussia for intervention in that country, and the financial 
news from Italy, have naturally had an unfavourable influence on 
the money market: but to-day a good effect was created by the 
reduction in the rate of discount of the Bank of England. The

THE JECKER BONDS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

S1r,—In the Economist of the 14th instant, in your article on 
‘the “Tone of the French Ministry,” you say, speaking of the 
Jecker bonds, “ It is certain that these bonds for four millions 
sterling, condemned by our Government and that of Spain asabsurd, 
have passed into the hands of great personages about the French 
Court.” As creditors of the house of Messrs J. B. Jecker and Co., 
and fully cognisant of all their affairs, we beg to assure you that 
this statement is completely incorrect. The whole amount of the 
‘bonds was of the nominal value of $15,000,000, equal to three, not 
four millions sterling. Of these bonds, to our knowledge, almost 
the totality, certainly more than nine-tenths, are at this time de- 
posited in Mexico, and held either by the syndics or inspectors of 
the house of J. B. Jecker and Co., or by the creditors of the house 
as collateral security for their debts. It is therefore morally im- 
possible that any considerable amount of these bonds can be in the 
hands of any other persons. We leave the other accusations 
which have been industriously circulated against Mr Jecker to the 
tests of time and truth, and, vouching for the accuracy of what we

Sir,—I was disappointed in reading an article in your last 
number relative to the proposed alterations in the duty on tobacco 
and cigars, and I have not in any subsequent statements in other 
Journals discovered any allusion to the principal injury the English 
cigar manufacturer will sustain through foreign cigars being ad- 
mitted at a duty of 5s per lb. 

First, as respects Havana tobacco of fine quality, [ will take the

For the present, I will merely state that it will be only an actof 
common justice to permit the British manufacturer to export his 
stalks in a dry state atan equitable drawback, or allow him to re- 
turn them perfectly dry into bond, to be destroyed by the Customs. 
The instant effect of such provisions in the Bill would be to raise 
the price of stalks to 3s 2d per lb, thus making those provisions 
inoperative in any other manner, and becoming the means of pro- 
tecting the small cigar manufacturers against the monopoly so long 
enjoyed by the principal snuff manufacturers, who have been able 
to supply their requirements at a nominal price.— Yours, respect- 
fully, ScRUTATOR.

In the corresponding week of 1853, the affairs of Mon- 
tenegro were still attracting attention.

In 1861, news from America had announced that a con- 
vention would be held to adopt a federal union of the Seceded 
States. The arrest of M. Mirés had been effected in Paris, 
and had caused very serious and considerable fluctuations im 
various securities on the Bourse. The Italian Chambers had 
been opened. The readjustment of the income tax was being 
discussed in the House of Commons. Unfayourable news: 
from America, with some demand for gold for export, had 
renewed the uneasiness of the money market. An announce- 
ment had been made of the transfer of the business of the 
Commercial Bank to the London and Westminster Bank. This 
measure had been adopted on the discovery of losses sustained 
by the former institution, in consequence of frauds committed 
by a ledger-keeper named Durden.

The large 
amount of deposits and balances in the hands of the private and 
joint stock banks, and which is there owing to the long-con- 
tinued stoppage of the cotton trade, renders the money 
market susceptible in the extreme of any cessation in the 
foreign demand for export of gold. The late advance in the 
rate to 5 per cent. having checked the export movement, 
the Bank reserve of notes and of bullion steadily increased, 
and the competition for bills caused the rates in Lombard 
street to fall considerably below the Bank minimum, so that 
a reduction in the rate became necessary to admit of the par- 
ticipation of the Bank of England in the current business. 
At present no great increase in the demand has followed the 
lowering of the terms for discount, and money is quoted } per 
cent. below the Bank rate. The rate in London is now under 
that current in Paris, where no important alteration is to be 
looked for ;:and in Turin, with the certainty of a new loan, 
money is held at 6 per cent. At St Petersburg, the Bank 
rate is at 54 per cent., and the Russian Government is known 
to be in want of money. Our own requirements for India 
and on cotton account abroad are likely still to absorb bullion, 
and the revival of any foreign demand will tend to advance 
the rate of discount. Meantime, it is possible enough that, 
owing to the exceptional circumstances by which the liabili- 
ties’ which ought to have been now current have been already 
met, the Bank reserve will show a further increase in the next 
two or three returns. Money will not, however, become more 
abundant in consequence of this accumulation, which will 
merely be effected by a change of balanee from private hands 
to the Bank, and will tend to approximate the outside rates to 
those of the national establishment.

in relation to the alterations to be introduced in the ad- 
ministration of Turkish finance, through the intervention 
of an institution supported by some of the ablest finan- 
ciers of London and Paris, little doubt can be entertained 
that the earliest action of the Imperial Ottoman Bank will 
occasion a large increase in the quotable value of the external 
debt of the Turkish Empire. The price of the internal debt 
will also advance in course of time, and when the sources of 
revenue from which its dividend is to be paid shall have 
been placed in a more certain and reliable condition as regards 
the mode of collecting the taxes, and the periods at which 
they are to be paid to proper Government agents, in- 
stead of to the present farmers of revenue. No 
period could have been better chosen for the establish- 
ment of a State Bank than the present time. The paper cur- 
rency has been withdrawn ; the funds by which it has been 
replaced are available for the trade operations of the country ;

of Consolidés, at a great advance in their price, on the 
different markets in Europe. In the administration, re- 
trenchment, under the frugal hand of Fuad Pasha, who has 
assumed complete control of the finances, appears to be deter- 
mined upon ; and there is great reason to hope that, at last, 
the abuses which have shipwrecked the previous attempts at 
reform will be suppressed. The lull which has supervened in 
the Eastern question leaves the Ottoman Government free to 
adopt serious measures of reform ; and the demand for cotton, 
which has given new birth to agricultural development in 
lands suited to the cultivation of the plant, having induced 
attempts at its growth in Smyrna and other parts of the 





Turkish Empire, induces the belief that the regene- 
ration of the country may be less difficult than 
had been anticipated. Under all these circumstances, 


the demand for shares in an institution which at the 
most favourable moment is expected to revivify one of the 
richest countries in Europe affords little cause for surprise ; 
and, provided that future operations be conducted with equal 
skill to that which has traced out the earliest stages by which 
the Imperial Ottoman Bank has been introduced to the finan- 
cial world, there will be every reason to conclude that it must 
assume a place amongst the most prosperous and solid of 
European State Banks.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

At Mark lane, to-day, the supply of English wheat was mode- 
rate. Selected samples moved off steadily, and prices were well 
supported ; but for inferior produce, the demand was by no means 
active. In foreign wheat, a limited business was transacted, at 
late rates. Malting and seed barley sold steadily, at fall quota- 
tions, and sweet oats ruled firm as to price; otherwise, the in- 
quiry for spring corn was much restricted. Flour changed hands 
to a very moderate extent, on former terms. This week’s imports 
amount to 7,030 quarters of wheat; 3,220 barley; 6,250 oats;

The wheat trade at Liverpool, this morning, was steady, at 
Tuesday’s currency. Flour sold heavily, on former terms, i 
changed hands to a moderate extent, at late rates. 


The Liverpool cotton market has been very quiet throughout 
the week. ‘I'he total sales amount to only 18,000 bales, including 
11,000 to spinners, 2,000 on speculation, and 5,000 for export. 
Quotations since Friday last have. declined $d to 1d for American 
cotton, and 4d to $d for the lower deseriptions of Surat. The 
better classes of Surat are not quotably lower than last ‘week. 
To-day 2,000 bales have been sold, with rather a better feeling, . 
but without any alteration in prices. 


The public sales of tea, held this week, have gone off steadily, 
at about previous quotations. Privately, the trade has ruled 
quiet. From China, we learn that the export to Great Britain 
had exceeded. $2,000,000 lbs.

LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lang, Fruay Eventine. 

The arrivals of English wheat up to our market, this week, 
coastwise and by land-carriage, have been on a very moderate 
scale ; hence, the show of samples has not increased. Forselected 
qualities of both red and white, the demand has ruled steady, and 
prices have been well supported. Low and damp parcels, how- 
ever, have met a slow inquiry, on former terms. Foreign wheat 
—the imports of which have not increased—has realised full cur- 
rencies. The business doing, however, has been by no means ex- | 
tensive. There has been a fair inquiry for a'l descriptions of 
malt, at Monday’s currency. The oat trade has been in a sluggish 
state, at previous rates. Both beans and peas have moved off 
somewhat freely, at late rates. There has been an average busi- 
ness doing both ia English and foreign flour. 

The country markets have exhibited scarcely any change in the 
value of any kind of produce. Generally speaking, the trade has 
ruled inactive. 

The following return shows the sales of English wheat, barley, | 
and oats in the various markets during the last 24 weeks :—

Throughout the Continent, wheat has moved off slowly ; never- 
theless, prices have ruled steady. Most kinds of spring corn have 
sold to a fair extent, at full quotations, Advices from New York 
are to the effect that both wheat and flour were steady in price. 

In Scotland, wheat, fine barley, and oats have so!d at full cur- 
rencies ; but other kinds of produce have moved off heavily. 

Scarcely any change has taken place in the value of grain in 
the Irish markets. The trade, however, has been very inactive. 

At Mark lane, to-day, the supply of English wheat was mode- | 
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rate. Selected samples moved off freely, at extreme rates; but 
for inferior parcels, the demand ruled inactive, on former terms. 
In foreign wheat, only a moderate business was transacted, yet 
prices were supported. Malting barley and parcels suitable to 
sowiog were in demand, at full currencies ; grinding and distilling 
qualities, however, commanded but little attention. Oats, beans, 
and peas realised previous rates, but with a limited inquiry. The 
flour trade was steady, at late rates. 

Annexed is Mr E. Rainford’s weekly report of the floating
